Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claims are self conflicting because the claims are drawn to pharmaceutical 
compositions without a dosage limitation. Please note that a pharmaceutical composition by 
definition can not be either ineffective or toxic. Therefore a pharmaceutical composition without 
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any dosage is self conflicting. It is recommended that the term 'therapeutically effective 
amount' be incorporated into the claims. 



Claims 1-10 limited to compounds of formula I where X = N; Y = S; R2 is as defined and 
A/Rl are nonheterocyclic are allowable. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest 
the claimed invention.
